Wound on the left Bregma; he had bled 
but little at the Wound, wheretore ] 
took away nine ounces of Blood out of 
the left Arm, and apphed Cupping- 
Glaſles to the Scapula and Spine on each 
ſide. I ſhould have told you, He had 
alſo loſt the Uſe of his Right-Arm, by 
the ſameParalyſis of his Head andTonguve: 
The ſecond Day ] dilate& the Wound 3 
Fingers-Ilength : The fifth Day I made 
2 large triangular Incifion, leaving the 
Skull bare for the applying a Trefine, 
which I did on the ſeventh Day, although

N the Year 78; when I was Surgeon - 
": to the Honourable Sir Thom. Allen, 
then Admiral in the Royal -Fames, one of 
our Men fell down from the Foreyard up. 
on a Piece of Ordnance on the Forecaſtle, 
a large Piece of the Scalp from the hin- 
der Part of the Head; being cut clearly 
off by: the Breech-of the Gur-; - with a 
Fracture of the lefe Clavicle,, Diſlocation - 
of the Shoulder, and a compound Fre- - 
cture of the Leg onthe fame Side, ſuch 
as. we call Frattura Aſcialis, the Bones of 
the Leg coming through his Stockings; -I . 
=: frſt -- 
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-arſt dreſt'the Wound' of his Head.,. leſt 
the Skuilbcing bare the Air might Preju+ 
dice it, then reduced the Ditſlocation of - 
the Shoulder, next the Clavicle, and af- 
terwards the Leg, and placed it on a Pil- 
low in a Box, or Caſe with Hinges, to 
tura down, to come at, and drels: the 
wounded Places, which I had at conve- 
nient Interſtices left open for that pur- 
poſe ; I bled him largely, and kept hinr. 
to a ſpare Dyet, giving him 1nwardly 
ſome Iriſh-Slate in Spruce-Beer , and 
Sperma-ceti in Balſam. Lucatelli ( not of 
the common Preparation) ; the Wound 
of the Head, from the Edges, incarned, 
and grew up in a ſhort time, without 
any Exfoliation of the Skull, by careful- 
ly preſerving it from the Air, whereas 
perhaps ſome might with their deſquama- 
tory Powders, needleſly applied, make 
foul, and caſt oft ſome part of the Occi- 
put.

perfeQly cured barely by Surgery, with-

q Gentleman going late Home in the 

Night, was ſtopt by the Watch ; 
who giving them abuſive Language, and 
being very. Rude with them, was knockt 
down, and received a Wound on the 
Head from one of their Halberts : He had' 
layn under the Hands of an unskilful 
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had negligently dreſt him, only regard- 


ing it as a bare imple Wound. 
[t was on the fifth of Auguft, 86. I was 


deſired to take Care of him; when I 


came, I found he had been ſurpriz'd 
with an Hemiplegia on the right-fide and 
loſs of Speech, ever ſince he had re- 
ceived the Wound. 

I immediately laid open the Wound, 
by a large Inciſion ; which done, I found 
a large Cleft through the Skull above 
four Inches in length. 

 Tdreſt him vp with dry Lint - ( for it 
bled not much ) and with fit Bandage, 
and took from him nine ounces of Blood, 


and ordered him a Glyſter that After- 


NOON. 

On the ſixth Day I cut ( with my 
new invented Knife) a large Circle, 
out of the Scalpe, clearing it and the 
Pericranium from the Skull, for Appli- 
cation of the Trefine; which I made uſe 
of on the ſeventh Day, cloſe to the Cleft. 

Into the Perforation I put a Syndon, 
dipt in p. 4. of Tinftura Traumatica mel.

On the twentieth I endeaxoured to en- 
large the Rima, but could not, by reaſon 
of the Fungus, which encreaſed. every 


Dreſſing, notwithſtanding the uſe of Ca- 
theretick Powders. At Night he lay ſtill, . 


as if dead, for the ſpace of fix Hours. 


On the twenty firſt he grew worſe, . 
having almoſt loſt both Senfe and Motion. .. 
Out from the Wound ran a large quanti-- 


ty of thin Matter extreamly fetid. 


Obſerve , . He had a Paralyſis. of this 


Right-Eye and of the Sphinfer weſice, for 
he could not retain his Urine, which came 
from- him: inſenſibly : He alſo had not 
been at Stool in four Days,notwithſtand- 
ing the uſe of Boles, Suppoſitories and 


Glyſters,; which latter he could not re- -

This Night was ordered him a Glyſter, 
wherein was ſome #nfufio Crocs Metallo- 
rum; Which being forcibly kept by. a 
Bolſter of Tow, gave him two Stools.

This Day I made a large ſemicircular 
 Incifion, taking out the piece of Scalp 

and Pericraninm, and alſo cut off the 
Fungus, which grew out at the Perfo- 
ration, cloſe to the Cranium ; which 
don?, there fpouted out a foot high a 
great deal of well digeſted Matter; fol 
dreſt him up that time with dry Lint on- 
ly, and rowled his Head very ſtreight. 
Note, That notwithſtanding theſe Inci- 
ſions, I had not yet found the fall length 
of the Rima. 

On the twenty third he was ſomewhat 
ſenſible, but could not open his Eyes nor 
ſpeak, except ſome few Words. 

The Wound did not caſt forth much 
Matter now, nor did it ſtink as formerly, 
but was well digeſted, , and upon. holding 
his Breath, I could perceive the ſubjacent 
Pulſation, and that ſome Matter came 
forth ( though not. freely, 'becauſe the 
Fungus ſtill lay. within the Perforation ). 

I again attempted toenlarge the Rima, 
but was prevented by the Fungus ſtill 
growing from the Diploi.

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Now upon holding his Breath the Mat- 
ter did more freely diſcharge it ſelf 
through the Perforation than before ; 


. and at ſome Intervals he had more Seufe ; 


yet ſtill he had a Paralyſis of the Anns 
and Vefica, for at ſome times he could 
not retain his Urine nor Excrements. 

On the twenty fifth, fearing leſt the 
Matter ſubſiding and lodging under the 
Cranium might prove of ill Conſequence, 
I trefineFhim again lower down, placing 
my Centre-pin, ſo that 1 might have 
room enough for the Sweep of my Trefine 
from the Edge of the Wound, and leave 
a fufficient Diſtance betwixt my new and 
old Perforation ; which having done, 1 
broke through and lifted off the Inter- 
frice between them-with my Levatory;

2nd on the twenty ſeventh he took a

away 1n great quantity. 

The twenty eighth and twenty ninth 
he continued.in the ſame ſtate. 

On the thirtieth he was more cheerful 
than before, .and more. ſenſible, having 
had the foregoing Night three or four 
Stoals without any Clyſter. 

On the thirty firſt.he began to move 
his Arm, and was: more ſenfble 5 his 
Eyes. were not ſo: 'paralitick ' as be- 
fore; and: lifting with my Spatula, L 
could perceive part of the -upper Table 
began to ſeparate, the Fungus grew not 
ſo faſt as formerly, neither was the Mat- 
ter ſo thin and fetid, bnt inſtead thereof 
good and landable digeſtion; and in ſmall 
Quantity. I dreſt both Perforations arid 
the Rima with the Traumatick TI 
and theEdges with dry Lint. 
| :Note, That all this time his Appetit 
never failed him. 
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Septembcr the fourth the Fungus grew 
ſo faſt from the Diplo, that the upper 
Table-was almoſt ſeparate from the low- 
er; which hung ſo looſe, that putting 
the hooked End of my Spatula under it, 
I eaſily pulled of the exfoliated Bone 
under which the fleſh grew ſo up, that I

To the twelfth he continued ſtill bet- 
ter, and daily recovered more the uſe of 
his Tongue, Armand Leg, and every 
Day weat orderly to Stoo].

'A Young Carpenter being at work 

upon Bow-Church , before the 
{ructure of the Steeple, fell from the 
top thereof, \and was taken up dead ; 
but after a ſmall time perceiving life in 
him, I bled him, ſo he was carried home, 
and remained ſpeechleſs for ſeven days, 
having alſo by the ſame accident loſt the 
uſe of his right Arm : I applied cupping 
Glaſſes to his Neck, Scapnle and Spize, 
' he had three or four Wounds on his- 
Head (for he fell amongſt ragged Stones) 
which to ſight {gemed inconſiderable, he 
tdok-every other day a Glyſter, and a 
very ſparing Dyet ( as in ſuch ca- 
ſes requiſite) : I drefſt his Wounds with 
a Cephalick Balſam ; he took often an 
Antiepileptick Julep. But obſerving he 
often laid his left Hand on his right 
Temple, for there was alſo a ſinall 
Wound, I dilated the fame largely to- 


wards the Eye-brow, obſerving the re= 
C ctitud, 
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&itude of Fibres (which always 1s to be 
heeded, where inciſions are to be made, 
unleſs an extraordinary occaſion hinder) 
from thence I took ſeveral ſmall pieces 
of the Cranium, which were divided 
from the whole, and ſome of them prick- 
ing againſt the edge of the temporal 
Muſcle, upon the taking out of which, 
he recovered both the uſe of his Speech 
and Arm. I ſhould have told you like- 
wiſe, that he ſometimes was troubled 
with a Spaſmus Cynicus on the right ſide, 
by reaſon I ſuppoſe of thoſe pungent 
Oſſicles;, the dilated Wound I dreſt with 
a Digeſtive at firſt, cramming 1a dorſils 
of dry Lint on the bare Scull, afterwards 
witb a Traumatick Tin&ture, and Syr. de 
Rof. ficcts;, 10 in five Weeks or thereabout, 
he perfeRly recovered.

Cauſtick on the Crown of his Head, and 
made a large Eſchar ; that being done, 
and for three days time there being no 
amendment, I was not willing to tarry 
for the caſting off the Eſchar by Dige- 
ſtion, which would have protracted 
time, but with my inciſion Knife I cut 
out the whole Eſchar round to the Cra- 
nium, leaving it bare, and about Mid- 
night ic was told me, the Madman h2d 
recovered his Senſes, and deſired to ſpeak 
with me ; when 1 came to him, I ſo found 
it ; for he gave me thanks, and expreſt 
himſelf very joyfully, faying, he was 
perfectly well, and ſo remained from 
that time forward. I was unwilling to 
C 2 lend 
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ſkndhim eboard again over-ſoon, bnt 
tet the edges fill up, and kept it as a Fon- 
tinel with arlarge Pea in tit for aMonthzaf- 
terwards I took out the Pea and healed it, 
and ſenthim.to his own Ship again 3 who 
near a twelve-Month after found me out 
in London, and returned me a thouſand 
Thanks for my great Care of him.

Zena is a fetid Ulcer of the inter- 

nal Parts of the Noſe, occaſioned 
by a malignity of the Balſamick Salt of 
the Part, often corroding and fouling the 
Os Ethmoides, and Cartilages of the Noſe, 
ſending forth cadaverous and ſtinking 


Sloughs, reſembling thoſe we meet with 


in Mortifications. 
I have had ſeveral Patients who have 
Jain under that Misfortune, ſome of 
whom were Venereal, others not; in 
_—_— of whom this Method has been 

uſed. 
Firſt having given an Infuſion of Senna 
and-Rheubarb , with ſome Syrup of _ 
| cs 
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ſes ſolutive, or ſome Lenitive Electuary, 
with Pulvis Diaſenna, or the like. The 
Patient is put upon a Decoction of Sarſa, 
China, and Guiacum, with ſome ceplnlick 
and vulnerary Herbs for their conſtant 
Drink. 

And twice in a Week 1s exhibited a 
Doſe of Mercurins vite eight or nine 
times ſublimed from Sal Armoniack, and 
well Rectitied ; or this,

/” A Polypus is a tumour in the Noſe, 


ariſing from the Septum ſometimes, 


and ſometimes from the Os Ethmoides ; © | 


- of divers figures, for ſometimes it re- 
ſembles Mulberries, ſometimes Cher- 
ries ; and theſe I have ſeen hang out at 
the Noſtrils, and at the ſame time out be- 
hind the Vuula; others hard and fleſhy, 
of ragged and unequal Shapes ; they 
Have their Riſe from a faline and groſs 
Blood. 

I have had to do with ſeveral of them, 
ſome whereof I have extracted; I had a 
Patient not long ſince, who had one ſo 
large, that it diſtended the Noftril twice 
as big as its natural Proportion ; ſome- 
times I eat it down with Catheretick 
Powders, ſometimes toucht it with Oil 
of Antimony, ſometimes with Oil of 
Vitriol, which making an Eſchar, I ap- 
plied a digeſtive on a Pledget or Dorſil, 
and when that was caſt off, I again

Country Gentleman being in Zox- - 
A don, and going in the dusk of the 
Evening home to his Lodging, was met 
by a Bully of the Town ; who becauſe 
he immediately gave him not the Wall, 
drew upon him, and ran him through 
the Pectoral Muſcle into: the Thorax ;

CHAP XIV. - 


A Wound 'in the Liver. 
A Perſfonraging with Wine, as well 
A as with love of his dear Miſtreſs, 
of whoſe Enjoyment he deſpaired, lea- 
ving his Company , went forth of the 
Room.,and with a Knife ſtabbed himſelf in 
the upper part of the right Hypcchondrium, 
wounding alſo the Liver, from whence 
flowed a large and violent ſtream of 
Blood; to divert which, I took a good 
quantity of Blood from the left Arm ; 
I gave allo ſome ag. Styprica YVitriol in aq. 
Plantaginis, he kept to refrigerating Ju- 
leps, wherein was a competent quanti- 
ty of Sal. pruncile, alſo to laxative Gly- 
iters; andalthough he complained much 
of a very great Pain in his right Hypoga- 
firum, which I feared might ariſe from 
extravalated Blood , falling from the 
Wound, and there ſabſiding, yet by the 


nſe of Fomentations and. Glylters, he 


became 
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became well, and was in fourteen days 
recovered.

CHA FP XY: 
A Wound in the Belly, 


Soldier being returned from Flar- 
ders, upon ſome diſguſt he had 
received from his Mother, with a large 
Flemiſh Knife ſtabbed himſelf a 


bout two inches above, the Na- 


vel, through the right Muſcle and Perzto- 
n4um into the Abdomen; from out of the 
Wound hung forth a large piece of the 
Omentum, which had ſo done for four 
hours, for ſo long after it was that I aw 
him : It being Winter time, the Air ha- 
ving ſeized it, and being diſcoloured, I 
made a Ligature upon it, and cut off the 
diſcoloured part near the tying, and ha- 
ving fomented it with warm Brandy, 
I put in the Omentum again, leaving the 
Thread hanging forth to the Wound ; 
I uſed a Digeſtive for three or four days, 
afterwards a Balſam, whoſe Baſis was 
Turpentine ; fo without any ſuperve-

Of FISTULAES. 


Iſtulaes are fo called from the reſem--. 

blance they bear to a Reed or Pipe, , 

being for the moſt part lined witha carti- 
hginous Calloſity. 

Of theſe, ſome are ſtraight, others 
crooked ; ſome having but one Sinus, 0- - 
. thers divers. 

Some believe the Calloſity to- proceed 
from Flegm, others from Melancholy ; . 
but it ſeems more rational to. conceive. - 
it to ariſe from a Preternatural Nitre ſe- 
parated from the natural Balſam, and 
thrown mto ſome Part, where by degrees : 
being coagulated, it at length corrodes, 
and makes theſe hollow Caverns. . 

Of Filtulaes, ſome are curable, others . 
not. I have cured ſeveral, as may ap--- 
pear by theſe following Qbſervations:: .

| N Apothecary of this Town had 
A for many Months tryed Practice 
upon a Gentleman for the cure of a Fiſtu- 
la, not at all knowing what he was about, 
having uſed, as the Patient afterwards in- 
formed me, at leaſt forty different ſorts 
of Medicines, as Waters , Oyntments, 
&c. a ſufficient Argument of his un- 
ſteady Ignorance. Once or twice, b 


Mercurial means (againſt his WHll as he 


profeſt) raiſed a Salivation on him, had 
ſometimes with his Knife made Incifions, 
and ſufficiently teaz'd him, at length 
told him, he had done with him, for he 
was cured and well ; but the Gentleman 
being alarm*d by ſome Pain he felt there, 
was adviſed by a Friend of his to ſhew 
it to me; upon ſight whereof, I put my 
Probeinto the Orifice,being about two in- 
ches from the Anzs, and paſt it in length 
five Inches, viz. two from the Orifice to 
the 4nus, and three Inches from the edge 

of 
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of the. Sphinfer up into. the Sinus, it hal 
made in the Imeſtinum reftum ; {0 having 
ſatisfied the Gentleman of the 111 con- 
dition he -was in, he beſtowed on this 
Amphibious Apothecary his Maledictions 
and became my Patient from that time, 
till he recovered. But by the way.,lt is a 
common thing for Apothecaries to pra- 
Qtiſe Surgery, but with what ſucceſs, let 
them and their Patients boaſt, as in the 
caſe above, and theſe following may ap- 
pear. A Neighbour of mine in the Old- 
Baily , conſulting with a learned Apo- 
thecary, he adviſed her to an Iflue, which 
he would make, and accordingly did ; 
and having made 1t upon the Gaſterocnc- 
minus, it cauſed ſuch a. Phagedenic Ulcer, 
as cat away above half the calf of her 
Leg, whom I afterwards cured, not with- 
ont much Trouble. The 1ll Medicines 
he had applied, having left a ſtain upon 
= Part, not ſuddenly to be waſht 
off. 
The other caſe is, a Phlebotomiſt A- 
pothecary much exerciſed in Bleeding, 
'( not for want of Ignorance in them 
who permit him, any more than in him- 
ſelf). let Blood one of his Neighbours 
Daughters, and in the carrcer of his 
Lancet, made a large wound in the Ten- 
| | don 
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don of the Biceps ; being called to take 
care of it, I aw the Arm very much tu- 
mefied, full of Pain, and a large quanti- 
ty of Gleet from the wounded Tendon ; 
the tumour of the Arm I appeaſed, with 
Anodyne C ataplaſmes,and dreſt the Tendon 
with 1 Therebinthinate Medicine, which 
after ſome time became well. Another 
of the ſame Tribe, lately made bold 
with a Tendon of one in FleetiFreer, but 
had no thanks for his Pains. 

Likewiſe another near Long-Acre End, 
was very curious at pricking a Tendon 
not long ſince. 

The Patient having been worn out 
with exceſſive Pain for a Month (with- 
out ceaſing Night or Day) a Tumour on 
the Shoulder and Breaſt, an atrophy of 
the Arm, and the ſame uſeleſs, whom I 


afterward cured by Fomentations, Oint- 


ments, and Cerecloths. But it coſt the 
Apothecary more Pounds here for draw- 
ing Blood, than it would have coſt pence 


in a Fencing-School. 
But why Dr. Wh—rs Coachman 


| fhould be ſo venfurous at Bleeding(though 


with the ill ſucceſs of Tendomizing one 
at Holbourn-Conduit, whoſe Arm I with 
much ado faved) I know not, unleſs as 


Van Helmont affirms of a young Gentle- 
woman, 
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woman, who after the death of her Un- \ 


cle, being in his Life much afflicted with 
the Gout, uſing to fit in his Chair, was 
afterward ſeized with her Uncle's Dif- 
eaſe; his mummial Parts reſiding in the 
ſame, being the cauſe of her Infection; 
ſo the Coachman being commonly with- 
in the Atmoth Sphere of that worthy and 
learned Dottor , might from hence be 
furniſhed with a Capacity to undertake 
in Phyſick and Surgery more than thoſe 
ordinary Charrioteers, whom ſuch an 
Apollo's Beams brighten not.

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Diet he became well. And about a Month 
or two after, upon a new addreſs to ſums 
warm Lady, he contracted a freſh Di1- 
temper, which appeared in two Buboes 
of the largeſt Magnitude, which by 
ſuppurative Cataplaſms were fairly Matu-- 
rated, and having opened them, d1{- 
charged a great quantity of Matter ; but 
he for many days negl:qyng to be drelt, 
and continually debauching with -F7 ench 
Wines, Night and Day, fell into a Fe- 
ver, and ſo large a Tumour of the Scro- 
tm, as I havenot fen ; for in leſs than 
eight and forty Hours the increaſe was 
ſo great, that it conld not weigh leis 


than five or ſix Pounds. 


I dreſt him three times a day: with 


| Stuphes, wrung out of a hot Lixivinm, 
| and Spirit of Wine, for I feared a Mor- 


tification; which accordingly happened ; 

for the next day ( being Sunday). I 
ſent my Man to dreſs him, who brought 
me word, there was a Mortification be- 
ginning ; ſo I ſent for Mr. Herſnell, the 
then Maſter of our Company, who"im- 


mediately coming, we cut in ſeveral pla- - 


ces three Inches dep, and where we cut, 
It appeared white like Tallow:; ſo we 
cut out a piece of about half a Pound 
Weight, and with -red hot Cauterizing- 
Irons burnt till he felt. D 4 I 
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F dreſt him up with Ung. Egypriac. Spir: 
Vini and Ol. Terebinth. Scalding hot, and 
over all the Scretum a Cataplaſm of Me- 
thridate ſpread on Cloth, and applied 
warm. There was alſo ordered him this 
following Julep to be taken every three 
hours, Vizs

When 1 came into the Room, I ſmelt 
a moſt filthy ſtench, and removing their 
Poultis,I found the excrements came thro” 
and lay upon the Bellyin a great quantity; 
and that a piece of theAbdomen,about the 
bigneſs of the Palm of ones Hand, being 
of a livid Colour, began to ſeparate from 
the reſt. | 
. T applied Stuphes hot from a decoftion 
of Centaury, St. Fohn*s Wort, Roſemary, 
Wormwood, Cammomile, and Melilot 
Flowerz, Rue, Agrimony , Speedwel , 
Bayberries, and Juniper-Berries, in equal 
parts of Wine and Water : with this 
I fomented Morning and Night. 
1Talfo at each dreſling injetted fome of 
the Decoftion aforementioned, adding 
to it ſome Mel Roſarum,Tinftura Trauma- 
164, and a little Tinture of Theriaca 
Andromachi, and then turning him upon 
his Belly,that the injetion, together with 
the fetid Matter and excrements might 
paſs forth, 
I applied Dorſils and Pledgets dipt 
in the ſame Inje&tion warmed, to the pla- 
=. 009 
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ces whence the Matter and: Excrements 
iſued out, and upon them a Plaiſter of 
Mithridate ſpread on Leather, and over 
all,a hot Stuphe wrung out dry. 

In the mean time, he wanted not for 

Cordial-Juleps to refreſh and fortify his 
Spirits againſt the malignity of thoſe 
venemous vapours perpetually offend- 
ing, and debilitating him. 
And every other day he took a Clyſter 
of adecoftion of Vulnerary Herbs,with 
Syrup of Roſes Solutive; a greateſt part 
of which: for above a ' Fortnight came 
forth at the external: Orifices below his 
Nav1l- 

At length the Inteſtines did conſoli- 
date, and the Clyſters came not through 
as before; the Matter grew thick and 
white, and little in-quantity, the large 
and deep Slough being caſt off, I in- 
carned, and afterward cicatrized ; fo 
In the ſpace of ſix Weeks he became well, 
and ſo continues.

- Violence of its inflamed Sulpher it ac- 
quires a very great acrimony, and cau- 
ter1zZing Power, , whereby the Parts Þe- 
ing ſtript of their vital Near, ſuffer the 
torments of Aexentiue, the living Parts 


dying 
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dying in the Embraces of the Dead 5 
ſeing that the-Salt of the Natural Balſam 
js calcined to that degree of Sharpneſs, 
that it burns and corrodes with its Acri- 
mony the Parts which before in its natu» 
[al State 1t did cheriſhand preſerve. 

For when by the inflamed Sulpher it is 
teprived of its Natural Mercury, which 
vith its fweet humour was want to tem- 
per and qualify its Acrimony, it becomes

| Young Woman upon a diſorder 
"A in Diet, fell into a moſt deſperate 
Fever , ſhe having an Iſue in her Arm, 
was over-hard bound, the flackning and 
drefling of which, being for three or 


four days, negle&ed, there happened # 
| large 
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large tumour of the Arm and Hand; when 
I came I found the Arm diſcoloured, and 
a large Mortification upon it, from” the 
Shoulder to the Elbow quite round, part 
of the Mortification reaching to the 
Clavicle and Breaſt : with my Head- 
Razor I made many, and deep Incifions, 
which ſhe felt not, unleſs upon the edges 
of the ſound Parts, which I ſpared not 
to Cut, to cauſe the ſooner ſeparation. 
I dreſt her twice a day with Stuphes 
wrung out of a ſtrong Lixivium, and 
applied ſcalding hot. The application 
to the inciſed Parts, was Egyptiacum, and 
Spirit of Wine, as hot, as with Dorſils 
and Pledgets dipt, could be applied, and 
over all a Cataplaſm of Mithridate, or 
fometimes Venice treacle round theArm. 


In the mean while there was no negle& 


of fit Alexipharmacas, and Cordial Ju- 
lteps; fo a ſtop being put to the Pro- 
greſs of the Mortification, and the F 
ver abated , I began to make uſe of rF 
geſtives, by which means, and by cutti 
off daily large quantities of the mortt- 
ed cadaverous and ſtinking Sloughs , 
the ſubjacent parts daily appeared more 
florid : After gently mundifying, for 


a long time I made uſe of the beſt Incar- 


natives, by which means there was a gra- 


dual 
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dual reparation almoſt of that vaſt loſs 
of Subſtance ſhe ſuſtained. In the mean 
[ laid open by Inciſion, ſeveral Fiſtulous 
Sinus's,' the virulent and corroſive Mat- 
ter had made upon the Breaſt, Shoulder, 
and Scapula, which I afterwards cured, 
and ſhe in the ſpace of ten Weeks 
recovered, and hath the uſe of her Arm 
almoſt as well as ever. 


CH AP. XXVIEL 
Of Ampuration. 


Mputation being the moſt- dread- 
A ful part of Surgery, and carrying 
with it the-greateſt Horrour, requires 
great Care, curioſity and conſideration, 
both before, th, and after its Perform- 
ance. 

If the Patient be weak and low, you 
muſt take care to uſe an Analeptick Di- 
et, that the Body being by theſe means 
nouriſhed, and furniſhed with Spirits, 
may be the better enabled toundergo the 
Operation. 

But if the Patient be of a Plethorick 


or Cacochymick habit of Body, — 
an 
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and! Purging ought to precede it. 
Many Authors having; ſo fully ſet down 
the Method of Ampatating, and the 4- 
paratus thereto belonging ( every Man 
chooſing that: which to himſelf ſeems belt) 
I ſhall forbear Deſcription ; only I ſhall 
tell you, I have often made my Circular 
Incifion between two Ligatures, which 
ſerves not only as a Gutde, but renders 
the Cutting more firm , and the Fleſh 
drags not with the Knife. | 
And I like not thoſe Buttons of Tow, 
commonly applied to the ends of the 
Veſlels ; but rather make uſe of thick, 
hard Dorſet, which lye cloſe, and-com- 
preſs better. 
| Farif-the: angle Of the Button flip. a- 
kde from its Place, (by teaving a hollpw- 


ne. underneath) it may be-the cauſe 


of a mortal Hemorrage, which I re- 
member once to.bave happened at Sea to. 
a very able Surgeon, whoſe Patient by 
that means failed under! his Hands. 

.- But although Amputation be always 
neceſſary in a perfect Mortification ( i 
. It have not incroached ſo high as beyond 
the poſlibility of faving the Limb) yet 
upon other occaſions it may be uſeful, as

A Leg Amputated. 


' A Neighbours Son about nine years 
of Age, by reaſon of a wreich, 
had a painfnl Tumour of the Ancle, and 
afterwards-of the whole Foot, without 
alteration of colour. For remedy of 
which, uſe had been: made for many 
Months of feveral Surgeons one after a- 
nother, and ſome pretending Bone-ſet- 
ters, in hopes to have a Cure ; but all 
In vain, the Tumour and Pain daily in- 
creaſing , and becoming almoſt- inſuffe- 
rable : at length his Parents deſired me 
to viſit him, which I did ; they asked my 
Opinion concerning his Cure. When I 
had conf{dered the violence of his Pain, 
the Tumour of the lower part of his 
Leg and Foot, his loſt Appetite, want 
of reſt, and his being emaciated, 1 in- 
formed them that I did believe, that his 
Cure was, 1unpoſlible, and that there was. 
but one way left to ſave his Life ; which 
was, to take off his Leg without much 
fyrther delay ; for that it had been kept: 
ON 
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on too long already, which news was 
unwelcome to them, they telling me, 
that ſuch eminent Surgeons as they had 
applied themſelves to, and had had the 
management of it all along, could not 
be ſo ignorant or deceitful, as thus to 
abuſe them, and leave them in the lurch, 
and they. hoped Iwas much miſtaken in 
my Prognoſticks. But I ſtill perſiſting'in 
what I had aſſerted, left them to- their 
future Confideration, and further Ad- 
vice; whereupon they applied themſelves 
to the Surgeons. of the Hoſpital, the re- 
ſult of whoſe Advice was, that my O- 
Pinion was to be agreed with; whereupon 
Iwo days after by their Conſent and De- 
fire, I amputated him below the Knee, 
Mr. Pierce and Mr. Johnſon being Wardens 
then preſent. So ſoon as I had dreſt his 
ſtump, rouled him up, and -placed him 
in Bed, I took the Leg and made inciſion 
according to the lengrh of the Tibia, lay- 
ing it bare, where I ſhewed them a hole 
quite through both ſides of it, as if made 
by an Auger, and through which I could 
'put my little Finger ; ſo powerfully pe- 
netrating and corroſive are acid humours, 
"that they can with their pungent Partj- 
cles thus terebrate the Bony Parts. There 
being a very great Atrophy of the

| Thigh and Knee (which yet reniains» 
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though nine years ſince taken off) the 
adjacent parts having received an ill taint 
from the ſubjacent putrid humours, it 


| was a long time before I could raiſe Fleſh 


enovzh to cover the ends of the Bones ; 
but what is moſt remarkable, ſuch was 
the induſtry of Nature,who is never idle, 
but always endeavouring to progender, 
though impeded by imperfe&t and defe- 
tive Principles, that ſometime after there 
grew out of the end of the ſtump from 
the remaining part of the Tibia (as it 
were) another little Tbia, near an Inch 
in length, and abont the bigneſs of a 
Tobacco-Pipe, hollow , and covered 
round about with a Cartilaginous Sub- 
ſtance, which I cut off with a pair of cut- 
ting Nippexs cloſe to the ſtump end,and 
which ſevelM times ſince hath flown out 


the breadth of a Twopence ; for as I aid 


above, the Leg was kept on too long. 
The Excoriation was eafily Cicatrized 
with ag.»calcis, This caution therefore 
may be of uſe to Surgeons, that although 
it 15 Not. good to be over-haſty todKmem- 
ber without ſound and urgent Reaſons; 
yet -on the other hand, it 15 as dange- 
Tous to'be dilatory in keeping on a defe-

"A bout the Age of tf® preceding, 
and- much-about the ſame time, having e- 
leven Fiſtulaes in his Leg, and Thigh) for 
about a Twelve-month., had been under 
the hands of ſeveral Surgeons z who at 

length deſpairing of his Cure, lefc him 
off. The Boy calling to Mind that ſome 
four Years - before, I had cured him of 
two Ulcersin his Leg - (for this: accident 
was lince, -and happened by a Contuſion 
from a Gartwheel, hurting his Thigh 

and 
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md Leg, from whence afterwards Apo- 
ſemations, and Fiſtulaes were produced) 
deſired his Father to fend to me, telling 
him withal, he was confident I could 
cure him. At his requeſt to go along with 
him to ſee h1s Son, I accordingly went ; 
but found him ſo diſcarned, that he was 
almoſt a Skeleton , having for twelve 


- Weeks been detained by a Diarrhea.From 


his Ulcers and Fiſtulaes flowed a filthy 
Matter, ſtinking beyond all Compariſon, 
his Heel ſtack to his Buttock, and his 
Knee disjointed ; for the head of - the 


Tibia met not with the Os Femorts ( which 


overhung it) by above an Inch, the L:- 


gaments being all eaten aſunder by the 
Matter there contained. I told his Father 


I had conſidered the Circumſtances he 
lay under were ſo ſevere, that I thought 


there was no likelihood of his Recovery, 


nor Poſſibility of Cure; to which the 
Boy: very heartily replied, he knew he 
ſhould be well if I would cut off his 
Thigh ; and that if I would lend him 
a Knife, he would cut it off himſelf ; 
whereat his Father weeping, he bid him 
not be troubled, telling him that if he 
died, there would be an end of his 
Charges, but if he out-lived it, he would 


Make him amends. I propoſed to his Fa- 


ther 
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ther to bring the Wardens with me-next 
day, to takea view of him-; who,when 
they came, and ſ{iw the miſerable condi- 
tion he was in, knew not what to think 
of it : But taking notice of the Boys un- 
daunted Confidencein me, by their Per- 
{waſions, I was encouraged to diſmem- 
ber him, leaving the ſucceſs to God , 
thinking better rather to try a doubtful 
Remedy, than to leave him (as others 
had done before) to periſh without any. 
It being concluded, on the next day af- 
ter his Mother ſhould be brought to Bed 
(for ſhe was ready to lye down, and 
feared to have it done, till that was over) 
it ſhould be attempted 3 ſo on the Mor- 
ning after ſhe was delivered, I came and 
Amputated him near the upper part of 
his Thigh, above his uppermolt Fiſtula ; 
he not ſo much at the uſe of Knife or

and Pain encreaſing, he applied himſelf | 


to a Surgeon of his Acquaintance, 
one +&., R. who kept him ſo long in 
Hand, that for want of timely laying it 
open, the matter diſcharged it ſelf 
through ſeveral Perforations it had made; 
into which Perforations he daily injefted 
ſuch large quantities of Vitriolate, and

being deſired, I went down to Limehouſe 
to ſee kim, and feeling on bis Feet, ſeve- 
ral of his Toes came off in my Hand. 
I made divers deep Inciſions on both Feet, 
till I came to the Parts ſenſible;then with a 
broad Carpenters Chiſſel and Mallet, I cut 


off both Feet near the npper part of the 


AMctararſus; theends of the Bones I co- 
vered with dry Lint, and to the Mouths 


_ of the Veſſels I applied Chalcanthum ; 


over all, Bole, Whites of Eggs and O-ry- 
crate, and ſo rould himup ; I came every 
other day to ſee him for three Weeks, in 
which time the Bones were covered with 
Fleſh; ſo the Ship being bound to Sea, 
and he to go in her, I left him to the 
Care of my Man, who gave me an ac-

of broad Tape, in ill Poſture, the Bones 
riding, and through extremity of Pain, 
a Mortification juſt beginning ; The ups 


Per part of the Tibia, which over-hung, _ 


I] with my cutting Nippers took off, 
and then reduced the frattnred Leg, 
Bled him, and laid his Leg in ſuch Figure, 
as he ſoon had eaſe ; and by the uſe of a 
£60d L4xivirm, in three or four days 
the Tumour went down, and the 
Leg came to its natural colour ; leavin 
an open place to: dreſs at, with Bal/. 
Sulpharss, and Tinftura Traumatica toge- 
ther, and over that a Digeſtiye. 

So keeping his Body open, and at firſt 
low,. by a ſpare Diet; afterwards with 
a more plentiful, and glutinative, he in 
about two Months recovered.

| Nother time, a great many of our 
Men were wounded by an Abuſ- 
cado of the Turks aſhore, who unawares 
ſurprized them. One received a Wound 
on the ſide of. the Thorax, the Bullet co- 
ming out near the Spine ; I could not find 
it had penetrated the Cavity- of the 
Breaſt, either before or behind'; where- 
fore bending my Probe ; I found the ſhot 
had ghnced upon the Rib, and had gone 
round it. 1kept both Wounds open by 
two ſhort Tents dipt in Digeſtive, and 
with good Bandage (being a great cauſe 
of Unition) in a ſhort time healed him,

Remarks ox ſome Errors in Surgery. 


BY in the Hoſpital Ship in the year 
65. after that great Engagement 
with the Dutch on the third of Fuze, from 
each Man of War were put aboard ns 
their Wounded Men ; where I obſerved 
very great errors committed by ſome Sur- 
geons, whoſe fame was greater than their 
Merit ; many of the wounded Perſons 
being b:ought in. ſo ill a dreſs, that it 1s 
a'moſt a ſhame to mention, viz. from a- 
b-ard a third rate Frigat, among others, 
one having a Compound Fracture of the 
Arm by a great Shot, and ſhattered all 
in pieces from the Elbow to the Wriſt, 
there was only a ſheet of brown Paper 
(without any other Application) wrapt 
round tt, which I ſhewed the Snrgeon- 
General, who lookt upon it with admira- 
tion : This Perion was a Scotchman, 
and fo timerous that | conld by no means 
perſwade him to the taking off his Arm, 
nor yet to be drelt; at length, it ſending 
forth ſuch a cadaverous Smell, as was 
noifom to himſelf as well as his Neigh- 
bours 
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bours (we having at that time above five 
hundred wounded Men aboard, near two 
hundred of them with Amputations, the 
| reſt with Compound FraQtures, and 0- 
ther Wounds by Gunſhot) I at length 0- 
vercame him by perſwaſive Arguments 
to fave his Life, which by no other means 
could be effected, but by taking off hisArm, 
to which he conſented : z accordingly I did 
it, and he recovered.

Foremaſt-Man belonging to a Se- 

cond Rate, had by a great Shot 
his Leg daſht in pieces; the Surgeon made 
| no other Amputation, than by cutting 
| off the Leg with his Knife, and dividing 
/ it fromthe Parts it hung by. I wondred 
| much at the ſtrange ſight, when I came to 
unroul him ; for there I found the ſhat- 
tered parts of the Tbia lying looſe, and 
ſplit up to the Juncture, the Gafterocnemi; 
turned back like the Flap of a Shoulder 


of Mutton, and with a Rowler bound 


back above the Hamm 3 {ſo that 1 was for- 
ced to make a new Amputation above the 


Knee, which was done with fo good Suc- 


ceſs, that I ſaw him alive and well many 
years after. 
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CHAP. XLIX. 
The CONCLUSION. 


Could inſert a great deal more Surpe- 
ry of this kind (for I had too much 
occaſion for ſuch Obſervation) but I will 
forbear. However, before I take leave 
of this, let me give you a taſte of a 
Famed Surgeon, from whonr after ſeve- 
_ ral Fights I received aboard divers Ampu- 
tated Perſons, who needed no other Cer- 
tificate for their Paſs-port into the other 
World, than his : His cuſtom being af- 
ter Amputation to apply to the Stumps 
Mercur. Sublim. by which means waz al- 
ways procured a Mortification, Convul- 
fion, Malignant Fever and Death ; which 
might have been' avoided, had'he made 
the happy exchange for Calcined' Vitri- 
ol ; but I will leave him among his dead 
Patients. And here I proteſt, I have 
notenade theſe Remarks upon any out of 
111-will, but out of meer love: to Surge- 
ons, that by endeavouring to avoid the 
dangerous Errors of Male-Practice, they 
may attain toa juſtly deſerved reputation 
in their Profeſſion, 
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
